Deceased had lain on his 
left side and allo ed tbe chloroform to pour out on the sponge, 
without measuring it; the latter must have held near two ounces, 
more than sufficient to destroy life. The usual way to take oblo- 
roform was to aseume a sitting position; then, when insensibility 
came on, the arm dropped and the inhalation ceased. шег:

Ox Monday afternoon, Mr. Coxwell, one of the coroners for the

To his Excellency President Lincoln, —I beg to present you, as 
a Christmas gift, the city of Savannah, with 150 heavy guns and 
plenty of ammunition, and also about 25,000 bales of cotton. 

(Signed) W. T. Suxenman, Major-General.” 
Steamer Golden Gate, Savannah River, 
seven p m., Thursday, Deo 22. 

“То Lieutenant-General Grant and Major-General Н. W. Hal- 
leck,—I have the honour to report that I have just rerurned from 
General Sherman's head- quarters in Savannah. 1 send Major Gray 
of my staff as bearer of despatches from General Sherman to you, 
and also a message to the President. The city of Savannah was 
occupied on the morning of the 21st. General Hardee, anticipating 
the contemplated assault, escaped with the main body of his infantry 
and light artillery, on the worning of the 20th, by crossing the 
river to Union Causeway, opposites the city. The rebel iron-clads 
were blown up, and the Navy-yard was burned. All the rest of 
the city is intact, and contains 20.000 citizens, quiet and well-dis- 

The captures include 800 prisoners, 159 thirteen loco- 
motives in good order, 190 cars, a large rent of ammunition 
and materials of war, three steamers, and 33, bales of cotton 
safely stowed in warehouses. All these valuable fruita of an almost 
Meolien victory have been, like Atlanta, fairly won. I opened 
communication wiih the city with my steamer to day, taking up 
what torpedoes we could see, and passing safely over others. Ar- 
sangements are made to clear the channel of all obstractions.— 
Yours, 63. (Signed) “J. G Foster, Major-General.” 

The Associated Press correspondent telegraphs the following, re- 
— the Federal attack on Wilmington, from Fortress Monroe, 
under date the 27h ult. 

41 have just arrived here on the Santiago de Ouba, from off Wil- 
m „ ‘Lhe attack ou Fort Fisher commenced at noon of Satur- 
day, 24th, continued all day, was resumed on Sunday, and ^ up 
with great vigour all day. Тһе fort is much damaged. All the 
barracks and store-houses were burnt, and the ga rison driven to 
the bomb-proofs, and scarcely venturing to reply. A small portion 
of our troops landed Sunday afternoon, skirmished with great 

allantry, pushed up to the fort, and actually entered the work, and 
filled a revel bearer of despatches who was entering. Lieutenant 
Wallen, one of the 142nd New York regiment, captured the rebel 
flag from the outer bastion. Our troops also captured a whole 
battalion of the enemy, who were outside of their works, but our 
forces were withdrawn from the shora. When the Santiago 
de Cuba left the bombardment was continuing. On Sunday tue 
sailors from the Santiago captured Pond fill bsttery, with 
sixty-five men, and brought the whole party off to the ships. 
Тһе torpedo boat was successfully exploded on Saturday morning 
at two o'clock, but with what success is not known. The weather 
has been most severe at Newbern and Roanoke Island. The oldest 
inhabitant never experienced such severe storms.” 

Latest news from New York of Dec. 29 says:—Admirel Porter 
reports that his whole fleet bombarded Fort Fisher, Wilmington, 
on Saturday, having previously exploded а large powder ship 
under the walls of the fort, the shock doing damage. In one hour 
the fire of Fort Fisher was silenced, two magazines exploded, and 
the fort fired in several places. Тһе bombardment continued nntil 
dark. On the afternoon of Sunday about 3),000 troops, under 
Weitzel, landed, under the fire of the fleet, some en! the out- 
works, and capturing а flag. Weilzel captured two batteries, 
and advanced within üfty yards of tus fort. Finding ап assault 
impracticable, however, he re-embarked his troops the same even- 
ing. About 100 remained ashore on Monday, being unable to re- 
embark on &ooonnt of the surf. 

On Sanday night Generel Butler informed Admiral Porter that 
the assault of Fort Fisher was impracticable, the fort being sub- 
stantially uninjured as a defensive work by the navy fire, and that 
nothing but а regular siege would reduce the fort. 

Butler has re-embarked his troops, aud resolved to return to 
Fort Monroe as soon as the transports are ready. 

Admiral Porter informed General Butler that the fleet could

At this time s strong column of flame was seen to 
rush out of the principal sha't, seize on the ropes, the machines, 
and the roofs, and with tho rapidity of lightning the building 
erected over the shaft was in flames from one end to the other. 
It would be impossible to depict the horrors of the scene 
which ensaed. Motbers instantly assembled calling for their 
children, children called for their parents, all uttering most 
heartrending cries. At the time the explosion more than 
100 hundred workmen were exposed to the effects of the fear- 
ful blast. The work of delivery was commenced immediately, 
but this was not an easy matter, for so dense was the smoke 
which arose that the few men who at first volunteered to 
descend were obliged to return, or they would certainly have 
been saffocated. The daring aud humane men who had un- 
dertaken the task of delivering those of their comrades who 
might yet be alive within the pit could not be long re- 
strained by the obstacles which opposed their descent, and 
at last they arrived at the bottom, where lay the living 
and the dead. The full extent of the oslamity eould not 
be ascertained for some time, nor indeed even when the 
last accounts left; but in a short time living men had been 
resoued, though ва many dead bodies had met with. It was 
ascertained toast 117 miners had gone down into the pit in the 
morning, and of theee many had saved themselves by getting into 
a new ventilating shaft snd others hed escaped by the ladders; 
but more than half of those who were exposed to the explosion 
perished instently. An approximate estimate of the number saori- 
бока gives fifty-four as the total, with four wounded by the falling 
оға wall; but it is feared thet thio number is below the sed reality, 
as bat very faint hopes were entertained of fiading more liviug 
men within the works.

Meanwhile, 
‘os marquis made а will, dated, Мау, 1850, in 
which he expressed his wish that his property 
should not be divid.d between Don Lamberto and 
Donna Eulalia until his lost son had been found or 
Lis death satisfactorily proved When tbe mər- 
quis died, some time after, Don Lambeito suc- 
ceeded to the title, and at once divided his fathers 
vroperty between himself and his sister, the Mar- 
v«ioness de Villamediana. This prompt division 
of the property caused some scandal at the time, 
вв the provisionsof the will were generally known, 
but it was soon forgotten. In 1852, however, a 
man named Gomez, who had been arrested for 
robbery, gave the police & full account of the 
atdaction of Don Claudi» by the brigands, and the authorities de- 
termined on making a furthor investigation, when it was found 
that all the documents relating to the circumstances had disap- 
pesred, with the exception of Don Olaudio's two letters, writtea 
while in the power of the brigands, which the deceased marquis 
had given to a police magistrate in 1850. The investigation, there- 
Íere, led to nothing, but nine years later, in 1861, Dom Lamberto, 
the new marquis, received в letter, dated 15:h May, and signed 
“Your brother, Don Claudio," stating that the writer had just 
arrived at Barcelona by tho st«amer Puerto-Rico from Charles- 
town. Don Lamberto immediately sent ап old clerk of th» bank, 
named Don Franciico Juan Marti, to meet his brother. As soon 
as Marti set foot on the deck he was &c»osted by Don Claudio, who 
called him by his name, and shed tears of joy on meeting him. 
They went together to the Marquis Don Lamberto, who appeared 
to gladly recognise the young man as his brother Olaudio, aud 
instantly sent off a telegraphic despatch to his sister, the Mar- 
chioness of Villamediaua, announcing the return of their brother. 
On the following day Don Lamberto informed the governor of 
Barcelona of his brother's arrival, and also formally acknowledged 
bim as his brother in presence of в magistrate. Not the least doubt 
was entertained by anybody that the new comer was really Don 
Claudio, and he continued to be entertained by his brother as sach 
till the 23rd of May; but at two o'clock in the morning of that day 
he was arrested by the police in his brother's house, on the charge 
of being an impostor. This arrest was afterwards ascertained to 
have been made at the instance of the Marquis and Marchionese of 
Villamediana Don Olandio was so overcome by this terrible accu- 
sation that he was instantly seized with а violent fever, and begged 
to have в glass of water, wnich was brought by one of the mar- 
quis's servants. Не hadno sooner drank it than he exclaimed that 
he was poisoned. He was nevertheless carried off to ргізоп, where 
antidotes were administered, and he recovered after three weeks’ 
illness, but still remained in the prison infirmary in & very weak 
state. While he lay there а tailor and his wife, named Feliu, were 
brought to see him, and they declared the supposed Don 
Claudio to be their son Claudio, who had gone to Buenos 
Ayres in 1857, being then only twenty years of age; 
their mon and daughter also recognised him as their 
brother. Ali four gave evidence on oath to this effect. Two other 
persons, however—Don Claudio’s nurse and foster-brother—declared 
that he was really Don Olaudio. In his defence before the exawin- 
ing magistrate, Don Olaudio produced four documents, in which he 
was styled Don Olaudio Fontenallas. The first was his commission

as ensign in tho army of Bnenos Ayres, 
proved that he could not be Claudio Felia, as 
Barcelona to Buenos Ayres, late in February in that year, and there- 
fore could not have arrived at the time. Thesecond wasa paseport 
delivered to Don Claudio Fontenallas by the Spanish consul st Ro- 
sario de Santa-Fe; tbe third was а commission of eub-lieutepant of 
artillery, dated Buenos Ayres. July 22, 1858; and the fourth was 
the moBter-roll of the men under his orders in а ship wbich be had 
commanded. These four documents, of such vital importance for 
the accused, were left in the possession of the examining magistrate, 
who, when the cause was tried, asserted that he had lost them. 
Daring the trial a great number of witnesses were examined, but 
their evidence was contradictory; some declaring that the prisoner 
was really Don Claudio Fontenallas, others as positively maintain- 
ing that he was the teilor’s son. The prisoner himself explained 
the menner of bis capture, how one day he had esosped from the 
brigends while they were intoxicated, and made hie way to Bar- 
celona. He did not go home, becausa, as his father had refused 
to pay the ransom, ho concluded that the brigands had acted 
by hig ordere; but whst could be bis father's motive for 
giving such orders he did not know. He therefore went to 
America, aud remained there till 1861. When severel old servants 
of the deceased marquis were examined, the prisoner reminded them 
of many cirsumstances which could hardly be known to any except 
the real Don Claudio; but the Marquise de Villemedians, though 
she had at first recognised the prisoner as her brother, afterwards 
declared herself convinced of the contrary, as she had found him 
unscquainted with many facts which her brother must have known. 
The result of the trial was that the tribunal, which consieted only 
of one judge, declared tha: the prisoner wes the son of Feliu, and 
condemned him to twelve yeers' hard labour. The tribunal also 
ordered that twenty of {һе prisoner's witnesees should be prose- 
cuted for perjury. Тһе prisoner's counsel, M. Neviera, complained 
that the defence had not been free, that the judge had refused to 
hear several of his witnesses, and also that his demand for further 
inquiry in the Argentine Republic had been rejected, and concluded 
with protesting against the manner in which the previous exami- 
nations and the trial had been conducted. In consequence of those 
observations the judge committed him to prison for comtempt of 
court. The conviction was so general at Barcelona that the 
E had been unfairly treated, that а subscription was opened 
n his favour, which produced а sum of 40,000 f.

CarrURE Or A Мкагогган BRIGAND.—A Neapolitan journal 
brings us the news of the capture and death of another famous 
brigand, Masini. At the outekirts of the little town of Padula, near 
Salerno, lived a little tailor, in whose house Masini was а constant 
visitor, for bis mistress was the tailor's lodger. А few days ago 
Masini announced his iutention of taking his departure for Cilento. 
The tailor, however, who was in communication with the military 
commendant, took measures to insure another visit from the re- 
doubt able chieftain. А letter, couched in the most affectionate 
terms, imploring him to come once more to see bis loving 
Margherita, was an appeal which, in certain circumstances, few 
of us, whether brigands or honest men, have the strength to 
res'st. The words were the words of Margherita, but the hand 
that traced them was the tailors; aud the preparations for the 
visit were made by him with the concurrence of tle 
military authorities. The tailor's board groaned beneath 
the substantial materials of a midutght feast. Masini fell into the 
trap, and mede his appearance in the company of three companions. 
Eight soldiers were posted in convenient hiding places, and at a 
given signal the party moved noiselessly in the direction of the 
danqusting-room, where Masini and his frier de, the repast ended, 
were solaciog themselves with а game of cards. Four only of the 
soldiers could effect an entrance, for the brigends had time to throw 
themaelves against the door, thus preventing the ingress of the 
rest. The combatants were, therefore, efght in number, aud a 
hand-to-hand encounter took place, in which Masini defended him- 
self desperately with а table-knife. Two of the brigands, Masini 
and Georgi, were killed, and the other two surrendered at diecre- 
tion. The fair Margherita made h-r esoape with 100 merengos, 
given to her by her lover, upon whose person were found jast two 
half-pence. At the seme time ап attack was made at another spot 
on the remaining members of the band, who were all captured.

VILLAGE OF TAKOU, ON 
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ENCOUNTERS WITH TIGERS. 


Тнк Madras Times contains the following ‘fear- 
ful account of а tussle with a tiger:—''One day 
last week, а royal tiger having made its appear- 
ance ologe to the village of Puggydial, in the Kur- 
vool district, while Colonel Cotton was inspecting 
the distribution channels in the Nagalore division, 
which is under the charge of Mr. William Cotton, 
executive engineer, the colonel, accompanied by 
Mr. Cotton and his two aesistante, Mr. Johnston, 
and Mr. Ohrrles Cotton, who, having procured 
arms, advanced upon the beast Мг. W. 
Cotton fired one shot, which took effect, when 
the tiger ran off. The natives, who had 
assembled іп force, dispersed in pursuit; but 
Mr. Ootton’s party, now left alone, soon after 
saw some people running through а 

field in slarm, some of whom climbed up а 
stack of newly-out corn, where they were assailed 
by the tiger, and two of them pulled down. Mr. 
Cotton and his two companions immediately went 
to the rescue, and Mr. Cotton attempted to fire, bat 
his rifle unfortunately missing fire, the tiger sprang 
upon Mr. Johnston, who had aleo fired в shot, and, 
seizing bim, wounded him fearfully. Mr. Cotton 
then attacked the tiger with the butt-end of his 
guo, until it broke, and the tiger, leaving Mr. 
Johnston, seized Mr. Cotton by the arm, snapping 
it, and inflicting some grievous wounds. Mr. 
Charles Ootton (а youth recently arrived from 
England) then advanced with a revolver, and 
while the tiger held his brother by the arm, lodged 
five balls in the animal's head, which enabled the 
two sofferers to getaway. The tiger crept into 
the stack of cholam, from which he was soon after 
brought out dead. Mr. William Ootton was carried 
into Kurnool, а distance of about twenty-five miles, 
where he was attended by Dr. Kees, who found 
both bones broken a little below the elbow, and 
several deep wounds inflicted by the tiger's teeth. 
Until these are in a better state the arm cannot be 
fally set, but by the last accounts (27ih ultimo) the 
patient was doing well. Mr. Johnston, whose 
wounds it is feared are of a more dangerous cha- 
racter, was unable to be moved, and Dr. Kees went 
out to attend him. Of the two natives, one һай been brought into Kar- 
nool іп в better state than was anticipated—the other was on hie way. 
The firat two balls from the revolver penetrated the skull. Mr Oharles 
Cotton then fired the remaining three into the tiger's mouth, which 
induced him to loose bis hold, and made him reel back. To the 
cool decision displayed by these three young men (unpraetised іп the 
Shikarie’s art), under trying circumstances, may be attributed 
their escaping with their lives, as well as the rescue of the two 
natives.” 

The Times of India, under date Secunderabad, 7th of December, 
says :—" This station bas been thrown into a state of excitement b 
the following melancholy event which took place yesterday. It 
appears а Mr. Gilbert, a resident at Becunderabad, left home yester- 
day morning for the purpose of seeing the races at Moul АШ. On 
arriving at the race-course he allowed his horse to graze in ап ad- 
jacent field. After the race was over he discovered that his horse 
had strayed from where һе left it, and immediately weat in search ; 
while 3 һе wandered into & jungle near the Moul Alli rock, 
when, to his utmost rise, he was suddenly seized by a tiger, 
who caught him by the side, and inflicted а — wound with his 
teeth. һе occurrence was witnessed by several men, who rushed 
instantly to hie assistance and thereby saved hie life, but not ia 
time to prevent him from sustaining serious injury. He was con- 
veyed at once to the garrison hospital, where he still lies in a very 
precarious atate. Faint hopes are entertained of his recovery. 
Several officers have gone out in search of the animal, and, doubt- 
less they will succeed in its capture or destruction. Last year a 
native was carried away and torn in pieces by one of these 
monsters, which I believe has not yet been captured. During the 
years 1861-2, no less than three cheetahs were shot near the same 
place, and subsequently a trap was set, but no more were 
captured.”

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A BLOCKADE-RUNNING ADVENTURE. 
THE Bermuda Advocate gives the following account 
of the chase and destruction of the Lynx, while 
attemptiog to run out of Wilmington on the 26th of 
Beptember :--“ Having passed safely over the bar, 
the pilot acquainted the captain with tbe fact, when 
he directed his course due east.

One hundred 
and twenty shots in all were fired at the sbio, be- 
sides & volley of musketry, which, wh ‘ling 
through the air, rattled against her sides. ‘len of 
the fleet were thus passed, amid the most т: cid and 
effective fire yet directed against any | Joc ade 
runner. The steamer, having now passed the 
blockaders, had her course changed direct, and Mr. 
Boggs, chicf officer, was sent to ascertain the 
damage. He soon returned, and reported eight 
shots below the water line, and the steamer sinking. 
The idea of running out, and іп the same night, 
was objectionable in the extreme, and no thought of surrender once 
entered the captain's head. Still, no fear or trepidation was fel: by 
any one. All were subordinate and obedient to the captain's orders, 
and no breach of discipline once occurred to mar the managen ent 
of the ship. The Lynx was headed for the beach, the cot- 
ton cargo buoying her up. Fortunately the engine compartment 
was uninjured, and the motive-power, pushed to its utmost, drove 
the sinking ship onward to her now certain end. Every prepara- 
tion was made for the safety of the crew and passengers. The 
steamer at last struck—her steel hull sprang forward with the con- 
cussion, and on the next swell а few more yards were ob'ained. 
In the midst of perfect coolness, as if embarking for pleasure, Cap- 
tein Reed directed the transfer of the coin and bonds himself, aud 
the pilot left the ship with the purser and passengers. No good 
boat was now left, yet all the crew, in perfect discipline and 
obedience, promised to stick to the last. The carpenter soon re- 
ported the Bost repaired. Тһе rest embarked; Captain Reed end 
Ohief Officer Boggs were the last on board. Six barrels of spirits 
of turpentine were poured over the equa y combustible cotton, and 
almost with tears in his eyes, and with a heavy, heavy heart, the 
captain applied the torch to his ship."

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BEGISTEBED FOR TRANSMISSION ABROAD. 


Tus city of Savannah has fallen into the hands of the Federal 
commander, without any attempt on the part of the garrison to 
defend it. General Hardee, who held the place, abandoned it on 
the 20th of December. He transferred the main body of his army to 
the South Oarolina side of the river Savannah, opposite the city, 
after burning the navy-yard and destroying two of the Confederate 
iron-clad monitors. General Sherman entered the city on the 
following day, and with it obtained possession of 150 cannon, and 
no less than 35,000 bales of cotton, a quantity which, if it proves to 
be а lawful capture, is convertible into в sum of money the Federal 
treasury is not in а condition to despise.

Sherman himself estimates 
his loas on the march at 1,000 mon. Ав he mot no resistance, and 
his army helped itself to supplies in abundance and of excellent 
quality, the general's assertion may be correct. With this small 
loss Sherman has gained possession of an important city, and a 
position in which he can command tho aid of the whole of the 
Federal fleet, either for the maintensuca of his troops or to co- 
operate with them. Аз military exploit, Sherman’s march on 
Savannah contrasts favourably with the battles in Virginia іп May 
last In these engagements the slaughter was enormous, and 
reekoned by thousands and tens of thousands. Yet nothing was 
gained by the oirnage. Even at an earlier period of the war the 
repetitions of drawn or indecisive battles, after obitinate fighting 
snd immense losses, gave а peculiar character to the military re- 
poris. They became at once monotonous and repulsive. The 
battles seemed more like the encounters of armed and savage 
mobs, able to massacre each other, but із gain nono of the 
adventages for which “strategic human creatures” are sup- 
posed to contend when they fight under gkilfal direction. 
The battles we refer to resemblel each other so much 
in gesoriñce of Ше and uselessness that it requires en 
effort even to remember their names. The Northern States en- 
tered into the war with а strong faith іп great armies and hard 
fighting, accepting the terrible returns of killed and wounded as 
the inevitable cost of war. Yet the most remarkable exploit during 
four years of conflict has been achieved by a comparatively small 
army, with the loss of only a fiftieth part of Не numbers General 
Hardee had only 15,000 troops under his command, and with these 
he found it impossible to defend the oily against an enemy having 
thrics that number. However, he put а bold face on the matter, and 
rejected Sherman’s summons to surrender the city; but, kuowing 


that in a few days the only direction in which his army could һә | 


withdrawn would be blockaded, he evacuated the place during the 
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afternoon and night of the 20th of December. On the 21st Bher- 
man entered the city, to find а sullen but unresisting population of 
20,000, about half the number of his own army, ‘and that stock of

PARLIAMENT will assemble in another month. Оа the 7th of 
February what has been etyled the noblest public meetiog in the 
world will again be summoned together, in obedience to royal com- 
mand. We hear little of the note of preparation; there are not 
many obvious signs of the future work. But in many а polilicían's 
thoughts, in the councils of ministers, in the hopes of independent 
members, in the expectations of Opposition leaders, the coming 
event casts its shadow before; and the preparation is not the lees 
earnest and unremitting because it utters no war ory and makes 
no sign. The task of the Ministry to defend the polioy of the 
recess, and to draw up in outline the programme of the coming 
session, is simple enough, because it gives them the initiative, 
and therefore allows them to meet every inquiry, and 
take every precaution ia accordance with known plang, 
The wumofficis! members, however, of the Liberal pariy 
and the Opposition must, to a certain extent, come compara- 
tively umprepared for their line of action, and their tone of oriti- 
cism must depend on the Ministerial policy and programme. Bat 
the Liberals out of office can at all events study the great questions 
to Which the party is pledged, во that they шау test practice by 
principle, and give their official leaders that invaluable aid in debste, 
and that honest testimony to the worth of particular reforms, which 
ndependent members can beat supply. As to the Opposition, its 
sole duty, Mr. Disraeli has shown, is “to oppose.” Не may pass 
the recess in almost perfect idleness, for as yet he does not know 
what his subjects may be, or wbat principles he will have to invoke. 
Of course, the great master of political discussion has several sets 
of principles at band, just as а detective has several suite of clothes ; 
and he сап be а patriot Hampden, a freethioking Bolingbroke, 
or a pious Perceval, to suit the diotates of the hour. He 
can also make other preparations. He may not be able exactly to 
divine what new act of justice to the working classes Mr. Gladatono 
may include in his Budget, or what thoroughly national policy Lord 
Palmerston may uphold; but there are literary phrases which, well 
turned, will suit any subject, and lighten up any theme.

These things wo may 
certainly expect, for “invective,” said Mr. Disraeli once, “is ап 
ornament of debate ;” and possibly the gessioz would bə tedious 
without the member for Bucks to shuffle, cut, and deal the Opposi- 
tion pack, never winning honours, yet still hoping to seoure the 
cdd trick. Meauwhile, the Liberal party, able by its official position 
to begin the game must develop that policy of economy which is 
not stono the fruit of peace, which must be (һә accompaniment of 
an extended franchise, but which in itself is al ways the best national 
defence, and the true security for Reform.

The poor woman said: My daughter left home ou Friday morn- 

i ng to go to the Олмогу at Brompton, where she was із the habit 
of attending for religious worship Sho was to return to breakfast, 
but she never came, and I waited hour after hour for her, and was 
very uneasy sbout her absence. Finding that she did not return 
home that night, I went on Saturday morning to her priest, Father 
Bowden, at tLe Oratory, and asked him if ho knew anything about 
her, informiag him at the same time of her disappearance. He 
rep'ied that he would seo about it and le: me know soon. 

г. Belfe: What is her age ?—Applisant: She is above sixteen. 

Mr. Selfe: Then you can't claim her.—Applicant: When I 
pressed Father Bowden, I mentioned that I thought of going to 
Bcotland-yard and giving information to the police. He then said, 
Let il be for a few days; don't go to the police. 1 would advise 
you to be quict, as she will have ieft the country " When I came 
to make further inquiries about my daughter í was told to go and 
ask Father Bowden, who һай stated that he was going to seud my 
daughter away somewhere, and that a letter had been wiilten 
Btatiog thet he would provide for her. 

Mr. Eelfe: Of what religious perscasion are you?—Applicant: | 
Protestant. 

Mr Selfe: How ів it that your daughter goes to в Catbolic place 
of worship? —Applicaut: Her father was а Catholic, and she went 
to а catholic school at Bomers-town. I am a widow now with 
other children, but they are a!l away from home.

Mr. Belle: You never heard of any such intention ?—Applicant : 
No, І am sure she had not; we were talking over some future 
arrangements only а day or two before. She was a very affectionate, 
good child, and always lived with me. 

Mr. Selfe: Did she follow any business ?— Applicant: Al:hovgh 
my daughter, I may вау that she wasa girl of very pleasing ap- 

arance, and had an engagement relating to which sho was to 

ve gone to that day, when she disappeared. She used to sit to 
an artist for hə y features. Her fsco waa very пісе. 

Mr. Belfe: I will immedia'ely writo to Father Bowden. 

The worihy magistrate did so, and giving the pcor woman the 
letter, said, “ Take that to the Oratory, Ii you do not get an 
“ee eome sack to me." Tho applicant withdrew with tho 

letter. 

Father Bowden, who appeared to bea very young man, presented 
himself before che magistrate, and underwent a severe questionir g 
by Mr. Belfe. 

After some preliminary observations, Mr. Selfe said : The mother 
states with great particularity, and says she can prove it, that the 
suggestion of entering a home was not voluntary ou the part of the 
girl, and that it came from you. 

Father Bowden: It came from me in the first instance, but that 
Was some time ago, and it was another “home,” bat on that occ«- 
sion the mother refused her permission. 

Mr. Belfe: Have you ever taken апу pains to communicate to 
this girl's mother on the subject of her daughter, who was part of 
— family, leaving home without the mother's knowledge or con- 

n 

Father Bowden: I did certainly intend to have informed the 
mother that I knew sho was in a еме place when abo was finally 
settled there. T simply acted as the girls adviser. It was not my 
act; it was the girl's, entirely and voluntarily. 

Мг. Belie: Now, sir, answer me this. Do you mean to say that 
you were not the first person who proposed to her, and suggested 
thet she should leave her home — the first instance I suggested 
it, about a year оро, I think. 

Mr. Belle: Then, sir, if the mother’s story is correct, she was only 
fifteen years of age, and if you had induced her to leave her home 
at that time you would have been liable to three years’ impri- 
sonment. 

Father Bowden: I never proposed to her to leave her mother 
without obtaining her consent. 

Mr. Belfe: I want to know on what ground you advised her to 
leave her mother’s home on this occasion. 

Father Bowden: I think she would have turned out в bad 
cha racter. 

Mr. Belfe: Her mother says she is & lively girl and easily led ; 
that she is perfectly well behaved; that she had never the least 
reason to кро she had fallen from the path of virtue, and was in 
no danger of it; that she was very happy, and keeping company 
with a very respectable youug man. 1 want to know why you 
should suggest the girl's leaving ber home ia this manner without 
in. any way communicating the fact tc!her mother? —Father Bowden : 
She represented herself a» unhappy with her mother; it was siso 
because I had myeelf seon the girl in the streets, and her conduct 
there and her general behaviour and demeanour were not regpeot- 
able, and did not іп my estimation become her as а respectable girl. 
I cross-examined her upon it, and she admitted that she was under 
no control at home, she did as she liked there; and thera seemed 
m said, little prospect of her going on right if she stayed at 

ome. 

Mr. Belfe: Now, Father Bowden, I strongly advise you, аз a 
gentleman aud as а clergyman, to wash your hands of this business 
without delay, and to undo the work which you have done. I pro- 
mise you that if this is not done, and very speedily, you will not 
hear the last of it, nor the society to which you belong. If I could 
өзсегізіп from the girl's own statement, and knew that the state- 
ment was reliable that she herself wag desirous of Jeaving home, I 
should not think it my province to interfere farther. I should like 
to havo am opportunity of knowing that she is unbiassed, and should 
like to hear what she says. If she is under the control of persons, 
however respectable they might be, at this“ home" (and I will not 
gay but that some of these iustitutions are most excellent in many 
respects, and I cannot say one word against them) she cannot fail 
to be biassed in some degree; tie end docs not justify the 
mesne. 

Agreeably with arrangement Eliza M:Dermot, accompanied by a 
lady from the institution in which sbe bad been placed, came to 
the Westminster Police-court on Saturday, in order that Ar šelfe 
might have an opportunity, with his wife, of ascerteiaing for hím- 
self the ciroumstances connected with her departure from her home, 
and her inclination ag to her future disposal In order to effect 
this desirable end without the influence of any coercion, Mr. Selfe 
took the young woman and the lady to his private residence in St. 
George'é-square, where, alone with Mr. and Mrs. Selfe, she had a 
r2 lengthened interview, at the termination of which Eiiza 
M:'Dermot having been left by the lady who had accompanied her, 
mu alone on her return to the asylum from which she had been 
brought. 

In the afternoon Mrs. M'Dermot came to the court with a number 
of testimonials of character, which, as it may be remembered, she 
had been requested to provide herself with in the esrly stazo о! 
these proceedings, and shortly before the risiog of the court, 

Mr. Selfe, addressing her, gaid: I have seen your daughter, Mrs. 
M'Dermot; she has been to my house, and in presenoe of wy wife; 
and my elf has had а long interview, and has told her own story. 
"Tere are, I am sorry to tell you, certain things in connection with 
pe daughter which you do not kaow, and which I am rather loth 

tell you, and which 1 think, upon consideration, I had better not, 
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and you must be content with what I am going to tell you respect- 
ing her. She says she perfectly well knows what she is about; she 
is, I consider, perfectly capablo of forming &n opinion for herself, 
and she ssys that she went to this home entirely of her own free 
will, whoever the original suggestion шау һауе come from. She 
tells me that she went there of her own accord, and that she de- 
ceived you unfortunately by not telling you, but it is ber own 
strong wish, independent of any control or bias from any one else 
that she should romain іп the institution where she has placed her- 
sel. Under the circumstances with which she herself has made 
me acquainted, and which I believe, I think she is better where 
aho is than if she had remaiued at home. I think that, on the 
whole, she has acted wisely in adopting this course, excepting that 
she ought to have acquainted you with her designs, and was wrong 
in not doing so. She ought to have told you, as it appears ehe has 
always been a Catholic; and it would have been well for her had 
you given your sanction to the matter; aud abe із to blame in that 
respect. I think also that the rev. gen leman was to blame in 
sanciionipg her departure without your knowledge, and I at once | 
told him so. I consider that it ought to have been suggested to 
you at the time she was about to leave. Nox, I have seen her | 
quiet!'y and privately with my wife, and without anybody having 
any influence over her, aud she sppeais to be, aud says she is, per- 
feotly satisfied with her present position and the place where she 
no is, and where you will һауе an opportunity of seeing her—of 
cours» under necessary reetrictions—at some line I think not very 
far distant.

He was 
direc ed to a house in the suburbs, where he obtained furnished 
apartments. He was ia very delicate health, and was attended by 
a medical gentleman of the town. He remained here about a fort- 
night, duriug which time he took daily carriage drives, and his 
health seemed to improve considerably. Нә said he expected a | 
lady, whom һә had entrusted with the transaction of som» ur- | 
gent business for him ia London, to call for him, and he went fle- 
quently to the station to meet ber, but she never camo. At last he | 
said ha would require to go to London himself, and he accordingly | 
set off on a Monday morning, promising that he would return in a a 
fow days. He sent а telegram annouucing his sa'e arrival in the | 
metropolis; bat nothing farther was heard of him until Wednes- 
day, when a lithographed circular was received at the various banks | 
in town (accompanying which was a carte de visite of the stranger), | 
stating that bis real name was Walter H. Dalgleish, late a clerk іп | 
the service of the Borneo Baunkiog Company at Hong Kong, 
and that he had robbed the company of а £30,000 draft. for | 
which he омайгей cash in London. On the öh May, 
Da'gleish paid EI 000 in fifty Bank of Englaud notes for £20 each, 
into the Mercantile and Exchange Bank at London, in the name of 
Ralph Ensign, to bo remitted to his credit with the Glasgow 
branch of tbat bank. He also paid £1,580 in seventy-nive lika 
notes to the London Bank of Scotland, getting in exchange two 
ordera of £790 each on their branch in Glasgow, in favoar of Ralph | 
Ensign. He then, as Ralph Ensign, recoived payment of the 
£1,000 and the £1,580 in Scotch notes in Glasgow, after which he 
proceeded to Ayr. While in Ayr he showed в considerab'e amount | 
in gold, as well as a number of unset diamonds and jewellery. He 
spoke of having a sister in Canada, who was married іо & Roman 
Catholic. The last glimpse got of Dalgleish was at the Orystal | 
Palace, near London, on the 11th of June, since which a!l trace cf 
him has been lost; but he is believed to have passed as Henry 
Gray, of Canada, and he may have gone to Canada or some other 
part of America It is supposed that after getting the £2,580 in 
С argow he must have opened an account with or procured credit 
on America from some bank or banks under the names of Walter 
H. Dalgleish, Halph Ensign, Charles Walter Thorne, Henry Gray, 
or some other alias, and perhaps transferred the money from one | 
bank to another to evade being traced. It seems Оһ рісізһ had 
been sent home by ore of the partners of the Borneo Banking Com- 
pany in Hong Kong on account of the delicate state of his health, | 
and he had stolen tbe draft before leaving, and the theft not being | 
discovered for some time after wards, he has had ample time to “go | 
off to parts uaknown.”— North British Май.

THE FRENCH IN ALGERIA. 


Ox page 492, we give two illustrations of scanes in Algeria. 
The Oaled-Nail form a powerful wandering tribe, whose travel- 
ling grounds extend over nearly the whole region situated between 
the cases of Biskra, Bou-Saada and Larouat. It із divided into 
numerous factions, each of which, ruled by а acheik, leads a roviug 
life within its own traditionary circle Their property consists of 
herds of camels and sheep, of which they possess immense num- 
bers, some individuals owning as шару as tareo and four hundred 
camels. 

When the heat becomes exocasive, а few wandering groups will 
fix themselves in the neighbourhood of those parte of the Sahara 
where the water never dries; others &cek the Tell, which they are 
compelled to visit annually to lay in their store of grain. The 
Ouled-Nail frequents all the markets aud faire of Sahara, amongst 
the most importent of which are those of Tougourt, Biskra, Larouat, 
and Bou-Sasda. The women of this tribe are regarded as more 
beautiful than Arab women generally ; they are certainly lesa re- 
speotable. A group of these females, engraved on page 492, will 
allow our reader to jadge of their obarms. 

The children of Ben-Aisss are another sect or tribe of wandering 
Arab: Ben-Aissa, the father of the tribe, was master-conjuror, 
and hse the reputation of having performed some very extraordinary 
miracles. He obtained a very powerful influence over the Sultan 
of Fez; and being anxious to inorease the number of his disciples, 
he indaced the Sultan to issue an edict ordering that at & certain 

riod of the year the inhabitants of Meknes should be forbidden to 
eave their homes during the space of seven days, the Aissaoua ex- 
copted. То this day the law is enforced, but, аз one may suppose, 
tbe number of cit/z:ng who each year have to submit to imprison- 
ment becomes less, while the disc'ples of Een-Aises largely in- 
crease. 

Delegatce of the seost travel over tha whole of Algeria several 
times daring tho усаг, to collect funds to build and endow mosques 
in various districts for their exclusive use; but the contributions 
collected are never very large, nor do their religious establishments 
present anytning remarkable. 

The Aissaoua are reputed to eat with impunity the flesh of 
animals which would be poisonous to others, and to have the power 
of subduing reptiles the most venomous, aud beaste the moat 
savage. It would веет that they have some secret means of pre- 
serving themselves from the effects of poison, and exercising а re- 
straining influence over the passions of animals. Of all the re- 
ligions sects among the Arabs in Algeria, the Aistaous are certainly 
the most numerous and the most re:aarkable.

Tae 
prosecutor was Captain aud Adjatant of the 5:h Hampablra Volanteers, and 
having а horte for sale, he advertised in the J/ampshire Telegraph om the 
24th ult. On the 27th he received a letter signed мезгу На: йе, Alfred- 
road, Battersea, setting forth that he wase men keeping cerriages snd 
bo ses, and е large establishment, and was in want of euch au animal, and 
that he should like to bave a further description of it. He replied to that 
letter, гай on the 29;h received an answer from the same person, agreeing 
to рагоһа o the horse at the prios fixed and reqairing it to be forwarded to 
the Wa'e:loo Ststion, where it would be received by bis groom, and & 
еһсале for the amouut would be returned by post i» mediately. Having 
some suspicion of the purchaser, he came up to London on Friday, the 30th 
ult, and mace ir qu ies. Не cou'd not find Alfred road, battersea, or Mr. 
касие. He, however, communicated with the let:er-oarrier of the district, 
and ascertained that he had lately left letters for Mr. Ratcliffe at в grocer'a 
shop near. Oonsequently he communicated with the police, and directed 
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the horse to be sent up to London for Mr. Ratcliffe A little before three 
o'clock on tbe Saturday afternoon the witness was on the platform at the 
Waterlo) Station when he saw the prisoners waiting, and өп the arrival of 
the train with the horse Palmer banded something to Butcher and entered 
the bo.kiog-offlce, and he saw him sign ап order for the delivery of the 
horse to John Biches, bi: groom. The horse was taken out of the truck by 
ove of the po ters, and when Pamer came out to present the order 
Butcher walked away. Tue witness seized Palmer, and Batcher was ar- 
rested by the constable, and ісеу were both taken ‘nto custc dy. 
William Hudson, 130 І, said that he saw beth Prisoners walking on the 
pla:form prior to the arrival of the train, and when the horse arrived 
Palmer went into the booking- office, and on his coming out Butcher walked 
Sway. The wiiness stopped him. when he said he knew nothing about the 
horse, and that Palmer was e perfect stranger to him. He never saw bim 
before iu his life. Oa searching him he found а quantity of counterfeit 
Coin wrapped in paper, twenty-six pawnbrokers’ дар!са ев, and several 
letters directed to various persons. Oa searching Palmer he found the 
leiters from tue prosecutor and the order for the delivery of the horse. On 
the way to the station-hoase Palmer said he was very torry for it, but ore 
was as bad asthe other. William Pybody, s letter-oarrier employed by the 
General Post-office, said he delivered letters iu the Battersea-pa'k district. 
He knew Alfred-pisce, and had within the last fortnight left letters for Mr. 
Retoliffe at 8 grooir'sshop. He never saw any one apply for those letters. 
Eliza Grandy, tho wife of John Grandy, а grocer, No. 1, Altred- plage, 
B.ttersea-park, said that about а month ago а шап called at their shop, avd 
asked whether еһе усо! receive lettera 10: him addressed to Mr. Batcl ffo. 
She consented, and about a dizen let:ers had been left, the last one on 
Saturday.

Docent victim of the present charge. He was residing at опе of his houses 
in the Lonéon-road, and one of his sons carried on the business of 8 cab- 
proprictor. Palmer was in the habit of using the house, and on the Saturday 
afternoon in question he came to tho bar with another man and asked him 
to go aud look at а horse he had coming up fio» the country, and see if it 
Salted his son.

Heaccounted for the possession 
of the counterfeit cola by Palmer handing him the parcel while he went into 
the booking-offlca, Evidence was given to euyport Mr. Lewis's statemen; and 
several persons, among whom were Mr. Bucher's private solicitor, gave 
him a high character for honesty and respectabliity, proving also that be 
was роввоғвей of considerable house ard land property іп different parte of 
London Mr. Woolrych at once Giacharged him from ciatody, aud com- 
mitted Palmer for trial, ho ing Mr. Butcher would assist the police in 
finding the othcr man. Mr. Lewis said his client would do 50, and when
